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CHAPTER I. 
AN ACT 


To RepraL AN ACT APPROVED ON THE THIRTY-FIRST DAY OF 


DECEMBER, IN THE YEAR OF OUR LORD ONE THOUSAND 
EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTY-FOUR, ENTITLED ‘“‘AN ACT FOR 
PREVENTING COLLISIONS AT SHA,’ AND TO MAKE QTHER 
PROVISIONS IN LIEU THEREOF. 


Wueregas, The Government of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland has invited the Hawaiian Government 
to adopt the rules and regulations framed and adopted by 
the British Government to prevent collisions at sea, and to 
substitute those rules and regulations which are specified 
in the first schedule hereto for the rules and regulations 
contained in the above-mentioned Act. 


AnD Wuerzas, It has been made to appear to the Hawaiian 
Government that the Governments of the several foreign 
countries mentioned in the second schedule hereto are 
respectively willing that the rules and regulations cor-- 
tained in the said first schedule shall apply to ships of the 
said countries, whether within their territorial jurisdiction 
or not. 


Anp Wuersas, It is desirable that the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment should adhere to such substituted rules and regula-. 
tions. Therefore, 
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Be tt Hnacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of 


the Hawaiian Islands, in the Legislature of the Kingdom 
assembled : 


Section 1. The said recited Act, approved on the 81st 
day of December, A.D. 1864, shall be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

Sxction 2. It shall be the duty of all masters of Hawaiian 
vessels to observe and enforce on board the vessels under 
their command the several rules and regulations contained in 
the first schedule hereto. 

Section 8. His Majesty may from time to time, by an 
Order in Council, annul or modify any of the said rules and 
regulations, or make new regulations in addition thereto, or 
in substitution thereof; and any alterations in or additions 
to such regulations made in manner aforesaid shall be of the 
same force with respect to Hawaiian vessels as the regula- 
tions in the said first schedule hereto. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Collector-General 
of Castoms to cause two copies of the said rules and regula- 
tions, in Hawaiian and English, to be delivered to all masters 
of Hawaiian vessels applying for the same. 

Section 5. This Act shall come into force and take effect 
from and after the first day of September, one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty. 


THE FIRST SCHEDULE... 


PRELIMINARY. 

ArticLE 1. In the following rules, every steamship which 
is under sail, and not under steam, is to be considered a 
sailing-ship ; and every steamship which is under steam, 
whether under sail or not, is to be considered a ship under 
steam. 

Ruies Concernine Lieuts. 


ArtIcLE 2. The lights mentioned in the following Ar- 
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ticles, numbered 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11, and no others 
shall be carried in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 

ArtictE 8. <A sea-going steamship, when under way, 
shall carry— | 

(a). On or in front of the foremast, at a height above the 
hull of not less than 20 feet ; and if the breadth of the ship 
exceeds 20 feet, then at a height above the hull, and not less 
than such breadth, a bright white light so constructed as to 
show an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of twenty points of the compass, so fixed as-to throw 
the light ten points on each side of the ship, viz., from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on either side, and of 
such a character as to be visible on a dark night with a clear 
atmosphere at a distance of at least five miles. 

(6) On the starboard side a green light, so constructed as 
to show an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the 
light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the 
starboard side, and of such a character as to be visible ona 
dark night with a clear atmosphere at a distance of at least 
two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light, so constructed as to show 
an uniform and unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 
ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side, 
and of such a character as to be visible on a dark night with 
a clear atmosphere at a distance of at least two miles. 

(d) The said green and red side-lights shall be fitted with 
inboard screens projecting at least three feet forward from 
the light, so as to prevent these lights from being seen across 
the bow. 

ARTICLE 4, A steamship, when towing another ship, shall, 
in addition to her side-lights, carry two bright white lights 
in a vertical line, one over the other, not less than three feet 
apart, so as to distinguish her from other steamships. Each of 
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these lights shall be of the same construction and character, 
and shall be carried in the same position as the white light 
which other steamships are required to carry. 

ArtIcLE 5. A ship, whether a steamship or a sailing-ship, 
when employed either in laying or in picking up a telegraph 
cable, or which from any accident is not under command, 
shall at night carry in the same position as the white light 
which steamships are required to carry ; and if a steamship, 
in place of that light, three red lights in globular lanterns, 
each not less than ten inches in diameter in a vertical line one 
over the other, not less than three feet apart, and shall by 
day carry in a vertical line, one over the other not less than 
three feet apart, in front of, but not lower than her foremast- 
head, three black balls or shapes each two feet in diameter. 

These shapes and lights are to be taken by approaching 
ships as signals that the ship using them is not under com- 
mand, and cannot therefor get out of the way. 

The above ships, when not making any way through the 
water, shall not carry the side lights, but when making way 
shall carry them. 

ARTICLE 6. <A sailing-ship under way, or being towed, 
shall carry the same lights as are provided by Article 3 for a 
steamship under way, with the exception of the white light, 
which she shall never carry. 

ArticLeE 7. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels 
during bad weather, the green and red side-lights cannot be 
fixed, these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective 
sides of the vesse] ready for use, and shall, on the approach 
of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their respective sides 
in sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to 
make them most visible, and so that the green light shall not 
be seen on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard 
side. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and 
easy, the lanterns containing them shall each be painted out- 
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side with the colour of the light they respectively contain, 
and shall be provided with proper screens. 

ArticLe 8. A ship, whether a steamship or a sailing- 
ship, when at anchor, shall carry where it can best be seen, 
but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above the hull, a white 
light in a globular lantern of not less than eight inches in 
' diameter, and so constructed as to show a clear uniform and 
unbroken light, visible all round the horizon at a distance of 
at least one mile. 

ARTICLE 9. <A pilot vessel, when engaged on her station 
on pilotage duty, shall not carry the lights required for other 
. vessels, but shall carry a white light at the mast-head, visible 
all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flareup light or 
flareup lights at short intervals, which shall never exceed 
fifteen minutes. A pilot vessel, when not engaged on her 
station on pilotage duty, shall carry lights similar to those of 
other ships. 

ArticLeE 10. (a) Open fishing-boats and other open boats, 
when under way, shall not be obliged to carry the side-lights 
required for other vessels ; but every such boat shall, in lieu 
thereof, have ready at hand a lantern with a green glass on 
the one side, and a red glass on the other side ; and, on the 
approach of or to other vessels, such lantern shall be ex- 
hibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, so that the 
green light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red 
light on the starboard side. 

(6) A fishing vessel and an open boat, when at anchor, 
shall exhibit a bright white light. 

(c) A fishing vessel, when employed in drift net-fishing, 
shall carry on one of her masts two red lights in a verticle 
line, one over the other, not less than three feet apart. 

(d) A tawler at work shall carry on one of her masts two 
lights in a vertical line, one over the other, not less than 
three feet apart, the upper light red and the lower green ; 
and shall also either carry the side-lights required for other 
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vessels ; or, if the side-lights cannot be carried, have ready 
at hand the coloured lights as provided in Article T, or a 
lantern with a red and a green glass as described in paragraph 
(a) of this Article. 

(e) Fishing vessels and open boats shall not be prevented 
from using a flareup in addition if they desire to do so. 

(f) All lights required by this Article, except side-lights, 
shall be in globular lanterns, so constructed as to show all 
round the horizon. 

Artricte 11. <A ship which is being overtaken by another 
shall show from her stern to such last-mentioned ship a white 
light or a flareup light. 


SOUND SIGNALS FOR FOG, &c. 


ARTICLE 12. A steamship shall be provided with a steam- 
whistle or other efficient steam-sound signal, so placed that 
the sound may not be intercepted by any obstructions, and 
with an efficient fog-horn to be sounded by a bellows or 
other mechanical means, and also with an efficient bell. 

A sailing ship shall be provided with a similar fog-horn 
and bell. In fog, mist, or falling snow, whether by day or 
night, the signals described in this Article shal] be used as 
follows, that is to say :— 

(az) A steamship under way shall make with her steam- 
whistle or other steam-sound signal, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes, a prolonged blast. 

(6) A sailing ship under way shall make with her fog-horn 
at intervals of not more than two minutes, when on the star- 
board tack, one blast ; when on the port tack, two blasts in 
succession ; and when, with the wind abaft the beam, three 
blasts in succession. 

(c) A steamship and a sailing-ship, when not under way, 
shall, at intervals of not more than two minutes, ring the 
bell. 

Speed of ships to be moderate in fog, &c. 
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Articte 13. Every ship, whether a sailing ship, or 
steamship, shall in a fog, mist, or falling snow, go at a mod- 
erate speed. 


STEERING AND SAILING RULES. 


ARTICLE 14, When two sailing-ships are approaching one 
another, so as to involve risk of collision, one of them shall 
keep out of the way of the other, as follows, viz. :— 

(2) A ship which is running free shall keep out of the way 
of a ship which is close-hauled. 

(6) A ship which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep 
out of the way of a ship which is close-hauled on the starboard 
tack. 

(c) When both are running free, with the wind on different 
sides, the ship which has the wind on the port side shall keep 
out of the way of the other. 

(2) When both are running free, with the wind on the 
same side, the ship which is to windward shall keep out of 
the way of the ship which is to leeward. 

(e) A ship which has the wind aft shall keep out of the 
way of the other ship. 

ARTICLE 15. If two ships under steam are meeting end 
on, or nearly end on so as to involve risk of collision, each 
shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass the 
port side of the other. This article only applies to cases 
where ships are meeting end on or nearly end on, in such a 
manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to 
two ships which must, if both keep on their respective 
courses, pass clear of each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are, when each of 
the two ships is end on, or nearly end on, to the other—in 
other words, to cases in which, by day, each ship sees the 
- mast of the other in a line, or nearly in a line with her own, 
and by night, to cases in which each ship is in such a position 
as to see both the side-lights of the other. 2 
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It does not apply by day to cases in which a ship sees 
another ahead crossing her own course, or by night to cases 
where the red light of one ship is opposed to the red light of 
the other; or where the green light of one ship is opposed to 
the green light of the other; or where a red light without 
a green light, or a green light without a red light, is seen 
ahead, or where both green and red lights are seen anywhere 
but ahead. 

AnticLe 16. Iftwo ships under steam are croseing, so as 
to involve risk of collision, the ship which has the other on 
her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other. 

ARTICLE 17. Iftwo ships, one of which is a sailing-ship 
and the other a steamship, are proceeding in such directions 
as to involve risk of collision, the steamship shall keep out of 
the way of the sailing-ship. 

ARTICLE 18. Hvery steamship, when approaching another 
ship so as to involve risk of collision, shall slacken her speed, 
or stop and reverse if necessary. 

ArticLe 19. In taking any course authorized or required 
by these Regulations, a steamship under way muy indicate 
that course to any other ship which she has in sight by the 
following signals on her steam-whistle, viz. :— 

One short blast to mean—‘I am directing my course to 
starboard.”’ . 

Two short blasts to mean—‘‘I am directing my course to 
port.’’ | 

Three short blasts to mean—‘‘I am going full speed 
astern. ”’ 

The use of these signals is optional ; but if they are used, 
the course of the ship must be in accordance with the signal 
made. 

ARTICLE 20. Notwithstanding anything contained in any 
preceeding Article, every ship, whether a sailing-ship or: 
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steamship, overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way 
of the overtaken ship. 

ARTICLE 21. In narrow channels every steamship shall, when 
it is safe and practicable, keep to that side of the fairway or 
mid-channel which lies on the starboard of such ship. 

ARTICLE 22. Where by the above rules, one of two ships 
is to keep out of the way, the other shall keep her course. 

Article 28. In obeying and construing these rules, due 
regard shall be had to all dangers of navigation, and to any 
special circumstances which may render a departure from 
the above rules necessary, In order to avoid immediate 
danger. 

No ship, under any circumstances, to neglect proper pre- 
cautions. 

ArticLe 24. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any 
ship, or the owner or master, or crew thereof, from the con- 
‘sequences vi any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of any 
neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any 
precaution wuich may be required by the ordinary practice 
of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. 


RESERVATION OF RULES FOR HARBORS AND INLAND 
NAVIGATION. 


ARTICLE 25. Nothing in these rales shall interfere with 
the operation of a special rule duly made by local authority 
relative to the navigation of any harbor, river, or inland 
navigation. 


SPECIAL LIGHTS FOR SQUADRONS AND CONVOYS. 


AnticteE 26. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with 
the operation of any special rules made by the Government 
ofany nation with respect to additional station and signal 
lights for two or more ships of war, or for ships sailing under 
convoy.

CHAPTER II. 
AN ACT 


To AMEND CHAPTER XXXIX or THE Sesston Laws or 1874, 
BEING AN ACT ENTITLED ““AN Act To ABOLISH THE OFFICE OF 
THE SECRETARY AT WAR AND THE Navy.”’ 


Be it Hnacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of 
the Hawatian Islands, in the Legislature of the Kingdom 
assembled : 


Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 39 of the Session 
Laws of 1874, being ‘‘An Act to abolish the office of Secre- 
tary at War and of the Navy,’’ be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

‘‘Section 1. That from and after the passage of this Act, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs is authorized to draw from 
the Government Treasury the several appropriations as set 
apart for the King’s Guards, the Band, Flags and Salutes and 
the Volunteers, and pay over the appropriation for the King’s 
Guards to whomsoever the King may appoint to receive the 
same. The appropriation for the Band, Flags and Salutes 
shall be paid to the Governor of Oahu. The appropriation 
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for the Volunteers shall be paid to the commanding officer of 
each volunteer corps, and the said Minister shall account for 
such disbursements biennially to the Legislature.”’ 

Section 2, This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its passage, and all rules and regulations, laws or parts 
of laws inconsistent or in contravention herewith, shall be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER ITI. 
AN ACT 
‘To PROVIDE FOR THE SANITARY CoNpDITION oF DweLuine Hovsss. 


WHEREAS, on account of the over-crowding of persons in cer- 
tain localities, it is expedient to provide for the sanitary 
condition of dwelling-houses and their surroundings, there- 
fore, | 


Be it Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of 
the Hawaiian Islands in the Legislature of the Kingdom 
assembled : 


Section 1. Every house or tenement used or occupied as 
a dwelling for lodgers or contract laborers shall be kept by 
its owner in good repair, with the roof water-tight, and shall 
have the capacity of not less than three hundred cubic feet 
of space for each adult, or ning hundred cubic feet for one 
man and woman and two children. 

Section 2. The yard and grounds about all dwellings shall 
be well drained and kept free from rubbish of every descrip- 
tion, with a closet or privy, also to be kept in repair by the 
lodging-house keeper or employer of laborers, for every six 
adults. 
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Section 8. Jvery owner or keeper and every other person 
having the care or management of a lodging-house or of a 
dwelling for contract laborers, shall at all times when required 
by the Board of Health or its agents give free access to such 
house or any part thereof. 

Szotion 4. Hvery lodging-house keeper or employ er of 
laborers who shall fail to comply with the provisions of this 
Act shall pay a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Szotion 5. Every person who shall keep his dwelling in 
so filthy a state as to be a nuisance or injurious to health, or 
who shall refuse or neglect to remove any nuisance or sub- 
stance he may have caused or placed in the vicinity of the 
dwelling he occupies or any other dweiling, or shall commit 
any nuisance in any stream or thoroughfare, shall on convic- 
tion pay a fine not exceeding three dollars, or be imprisoned 
at hard labor for any term not exceeding thirty days.

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coming into port, and the same for going out of port. For 
anchoring any vessel off the said ports of Kahulai and Hilo, 
ten dollars; provided that the pilot be not detained on board 
longer than twenty-four hours, and for all detention on board 
beyond that time five dollars per day. 

Srotton 2. This Act shall take effect and become a law 
from and after the date of its publication, and all laws and 
parts of laws inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

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AND WHEREAS, at the present day it is difficult to ascertain 
who are the chiefs, as contemplated by said Article of the 
Constitution, and it is proper that such genealogies of the 
kingdom be perpetuated, and also the history of the chiefs 
and kings from ancient times down to the present day, 
which would also be a guide to the King in the appoint- 
ment of Nobles in the Legislative Assembly, therefore, 


Be tt Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of 
the Hawaiian Islands, nr the Legislature of the Kingdom 
assembled : 


Section 1. Ilis Majesty the King in Cabinet Council shall 
appoint some proper person or persons to collect from gene- 
alogical books, and from the knowledge of old people the his- 
tory and genealogy of the Hawaiian chiefs, and shall publish 
a book of the doings of such Board, which shall be called 
“The Board of Genealogy of Hawaiian Chiefs,’ during such 
time as it may be in session. 


szCTION 2. The Minister of Interior is hereby authorized 
to pay the members of said Board at a rate not exceeding 
two dollars per day, and for all the other expenses of the said 
Board, not exceeding two thousand dollars, which sum chall 
include the purchase of books, travelling expenses, paper, 
pens, ink, books, and so forth, for searching for ancient. 
things which have been lost or concealed in places of conceal- 
ment, and for ascertaining the places of sepuiture of the an- 
cient chiefs, where their bones are now concealed; which sum 
shall be paid out of any monies not otherwise appropriated 
by the Appropriation Bill.

CHAPTER VIII.

Wuereas, the increasing number of laundries and wash 
houses within the limits of the city of Honolulu, tends to 
the propagation and dissemination of disease; 


AND WHEREAS, if is advisable that all laundries and wash 
houses should be placed under the control and inspection of 
the Board of Ilealth, therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of the 
Hawaiian Islands in the Legislature of the Kingdom as— 
sembled: 


Section 1. It shall be lawful for, and the Minister of the 
luterior is hereby authorized and empowered to cause to be 
built and erected on the banks of the stream known as the 
‘¢Makaho stream,”’ on the land called “ Kaliukai,” a suffi- 
cient number of laundries and wash houses, and to let the 
same to such persons applying therefore at such rents and 
upon such terms as the said Minister shall deem reasonable. 

Section 2. Such laundries and wash houses when erected 
shall be under the supervision and control of the Board of 
Health. 

Srction 8. From and after the commencement of this Act 
every person who shall carry on the business of laundry keep- 
ing, or washing for hire within the limits of the city of Hono- 
lula, except in such buildings as shall be erected as provided 
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by Section 1 of this Act, shall be liable to a fine of fifty dol- 
lars for each and every day, or part of a day, during which 
he shall so carry on such business, and in default of payment 
of such fine shall be imprisoned at hard Jabor until such fine 
is paid. 

Section 4. The City of ILonolulu for the purposes of this 
Act, shall be deemed to be included within a circuit of three 
tiles, from the junction of Nuuanu and King streets. 

Section 5. Nothing in this Act contained, shall be deem- 
ed or construed to prevent persons washing in, or on the 
banks of streams, in places hitherto used for that purpose. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and become a law 
on the Ist day of October next.

Be it Hnacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of 
the Hawatian Islands in the Legislature of the Kingdom 
assembled : 


Section 1. That Section 237 of the Civil Code be, and 
the same is hereby amended, so as to read as follows : 

“Section 237. It shall be the duty of every pound 
master to publish in some newspaper, both in Iawaiian and

above provided, it shall be lawful for the pound master to 
sell such estrays at public auction, and to facilitate the notice 
to be given in both langnages, it shall be the duty of the 
Minister of the Interior to furnish each pound master with a 
copy of a proper notice in both languages, stating in detail 
the description of all animals impounded. The Minister of 
the Interior shall prepare the same and keep a correct ac- 
count of the cost of printing the same, and each pound 
master shall pay the cost price of such blanks furnished 
him.”

of sewers and underground works and of the surface as to 
him seems fit, and may cause such map or maps, or any part 
thereof, to be from time to time copied, engraven and 
published ; and shall from time to time cause such map or 
maps to be revised and such additions made thereto as may 
shew the sewers and drains, houses or other alterations, and — 
such map shall be submitted to His Majesty in Privy Council 
for action thereon as specified in Section 1, and after such 
action, shall be kept in the office of the Minister, and the 
sume or a copy thereof shall be open at all reasonable times 
to the inspection of the owners or occupiers of lands or houses 
within the said city and suburbs.

That there shall be set apart 
certain lands amounting as nearly as can be ascertained 
without actual measurement to the One Twentieth part of 
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all the lands now belonging to the Government, not other- 
wise appropriated, for the general purposes of education.”’ 

Anp wnerzas, by Section 2 of the said Act it is enacted as 
follows: ‘Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Minister 
of Public Instruction in consultation with the Minister of 
the Interior to designate said lands which designation when 
approved by the Privy Council shall be valid.” 

AND WHEREAS, by Section 3 of the said Act, it is enacted as 
follows, viz: ‘‘Seetion 8. The Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion shall be authorized to dispose of said lands for the pur- 
pose above mentioned, either by sale, lease, or otherwise, 
asin his judgment and that of the King’s Cabinet, shall 
best subserve the interests of education on the Islands.”’ 

AND AGAIN, in Section 32 of an Act entitled “An Act to re- 
peal Chapter 10 of the Civil Code, and to regulate the 
Bureau of Public Instruction,” approved January 10th, A. 
D. 1865, it is enacted as follows, viz: ‘‘ Section 82. The 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to dispose by sale, 
lease, or otherwise, of any of the lands which have been or 
hereaiter may be set apart for the general purposes of edu- 
cation.” 

AND WHEREAS, in pursuance of the provisions of Sections 1 and 
2 above recited, of the Act of July 9th, 1850, before men- 
tioned, the Minister of Public Instruction in consultation 
with the Minister of the Interior, did designate and set 
apart for the general purposes of education, certain lands 
and school sites which, approved’ by the Privy Council on 
the 28rd day of December, A. D. 1850, in the following 
tesolution, viz: ‘‘ Resolved, That in accordance with Sec 
tion first of the late School Act, to provide for the better 
support and creater efficiency of the public schools, the fol- 
lowing lands be, and are hereby appropriated for the gen- 
eral purposes of education on the Islands, to be disposed of 
as provided in said Act. And all lands now occupied by 
the Government Schools and known as having been appro- 
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priated to their use, either by individuals, chiefs, or by 
the Government;’’ 

AND WHEREAS, owing to changes of population and of cen- 
tres of industrial and agricultural pursuits throughout the 
country, it has become necessary in many cases to ex- 
change the former original school sites for sites better 
adapted for present school purposes; 

AND WIEREAS, many of the sites so exchanged are in loca- 
lities where their use for the permanent improvement of 
contiguous property is essential, and the necessity for a 
perfect title to them, therefore apparent; therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of the 
Hawatian Islands, in the Legislature of the Kingdom as- 
sembled: 


SEcTION 1. That the Board of Education shall be and is 
hereby authorized to make requisitions, in writing, on the 
Minister of the Interior for the issuance of Royal Patents to 
the said Board, or to such grantees as the said Board shall 
name in its requisitions for such school lands, school sites, or 
school reserves as it shall, from time to time, dispose of 
under the provisions of existing statutes relating thereto.

3. ‘The name of some person upon whom legal notices and 
process from the courts of this Kingdom may be served. 

4, An annual statement of the assets and liabilities of the 
corporation or company in this Kingdom on the first day of 
July in each year. 

o. <A certified copy of the by-laws of such corporation or 
company. 
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Section 2. Every such corporation or incorporated com- 
pany, on complying with the terms of this law, shall have the 
same powers and privileges and be subject to the same 
disabilities as are by law conferred on corporations constituted 
under the laws of this Kingdom, and shall, for the purposes 
for which they shall be constituted, have full power to hold, 
take and convey by way of sale, mortgage or otherwise, real, 
personal and mixed estate in this Kingdom. Provided al- 
ways that the purposes for which such corporations or com- 
panies shall be constituted shall not be repugnant to, or in 
conflict with any law of this Kingdom.

ported shall be forfeited, and may be seized, condemned and 
sold for the benefit of the Hawaiian Government. 

Section 2. In order to carry into effect the provisions of 
the preceding section, an officer skilled in distinguishing 
different growths of rice, to be called the “export guard,”’ 
shall be appointed to examine all packages of that article 
destined for export. Any packages suspected by him to con- 
tain a mixed or spurious article and not entirely of Hawaiian 
growth and produce, shall be subjected to a careful examina- 
tion, and on confirmation that the said rice is mixed or en- 
tirely of foreign growth and produce, the whole quantity of 
which said package or packages form a part shall be contfis- 
cated and its owners dealt with as provided in Section 1. 

Seotron 8. The officer,so appointed shall be remuner- 
ated by a small fee, to be fixed by the Minister of Finance, 
to be paid by the exporter, and one-fourth of all sums real- 
ized from the confiscation of all attempted fraudulent exports.

That Section 27 of Chapter 29 of the laws of 
1878, being an Act entitled ‘*An Act to promote the 
construction of Railways,’’ approved August Ist, A. D. 1878, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

‘¢Section 27. And be it further enacted that the said 
Minister is hereby authorized to guarantee to any corporation 
that shall undertake any such railroad or railroads a subsidy 
of not more than two thousand five hundred dollars per mile 
of railroad actually constructed, equipped, and in complete 
ranning order, such completion to be evidenced by a certi- 
ficate in writing of the Surveyor General, which certificate 
shall be filed in the office of said Minister.”’ 

Section 2. That Section 28 of said Chapter 29 be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 28. And be it further enacted that the Minister 
of Finance is hereby authorized and required to pay on the 
certificate of the Minister of the Interior, to the corporation 
or corporations in this Act contemplated such sums of money 
as may be ascertained to be due by virtue and authority of 
the preceding section, but not in any case to exceed two 
thousand five hundred dollars per mile of railroad constructed, 
out of any moneys which may at the time be in the Public 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. Provided that should 
such moneys available not be sufficient at any time to meet 
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such demand or demands, the said Minister of Finance, by 
and with the consent of the King, may issue in lieu of money 
bonds or other evidence of indebtedness, which shall bear 
interest at the rate of seven per cent. per annum until paid.”

iN THE Disrricr or Kona, IsLanp or Oar. 


Beit Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of the 
Hawaiian Islands in the Legislature of the Kingdom as— 
sembled: 


SscTion 1. Ifany horse, mule, ass, hog, goat, sheep or neat 
eattle shall trespass upon any of the Government lands at the 
source of the streams, and upon which are the sources of the 
water which supply the reservoirs now erected or hereafter to 
be erected for furnishing water to Honolulu, the owner of 
such animal or animals shall forfeit and pay for the use and 
benefit of the Hawaiian Government the sum of one dollar 
per head, excepting sheep and goats, for which they shall 
pay fifty cents per head. And if any trees or plants growing 
upon said lands be injured or destroyed, or the grass be up- 
rooted and damaged by such animal or animals, the owner or 
owners thereof shall pay for the use and benefit of the Ha- 
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waiian Government the full amount of any such damage, to 
be recovered before the Police Court in Honolulu, if the 
amount claimed shall not exceed five hundred dollars. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, that the agent or 
luna appointed by the Minister of the Interior to take charge 
of said Government lands, shall be and is hereby authorized 
to sue for and recover such damages in his own name to the 
use and benefit of the Hawaiian Government. 

Section 3. And be it further enacted that all such dam- 
ages recovered shall be applied by the Minister of the 
Interior for the purpose of protecting said Government lands 
and guarding the same against trespass. 

Section 4. And be it further enacted that if the owner 
or owners of such animal or animals neglect or refuse to 
pay for such trespass after demand made by such agent, and 
said animal or animals shall be taken to the Government 
Pounds, then all subsequent proceedings relative thereto 
shall be regulated by the general law on the subject in the 
Civil Code, from Section 241 to 250 inclusive. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

Section 1. That Section 831 is hereby amended so that 
the section as amended shall read as follows : 

“Section 331. There shall be a Fire Department for the 
City of Honolulu, which shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
;wo Assistant Engineers, One Fire Marshal and as many 
firemen as may be approved by the representatives of the 
Department chosen according to its by-laws.”’ 

Section 2. That Section 333 of the said Code be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out in the first line the 
words ‘‘four fire wardens”’ and inserting in the place thereof 
the words “Fire Marshal,’’ so that the section as amended 
hall read as follows : 
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“Section 883. The Fire Marshal shall be elected annually 
by the Representatives of the Department.”’ 


Section 8. That Section 837 of the said Code be and the 
same is hereby amended so that the section as amended shall 
read as follows: 


‘“Section 337. The Fire Marshal shall divide the City of 
Honolulu into four districts, and report their boundaries to 
the Chief Engineer for the purpose of making the visitations 
and examinations provided for in the next section ; and he 
shall keep a record of the names of the occupants of the 
houses or other buildings when he shall observe any viola- 
tions of the provisions of this law.”’ 


‘Section 4, That Section 338 of the said Code be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out in the first line the 
words ‘‘ Fire Wardens,’ and inserting in the place, the 
words ‘‘ Fire Marshal,”’ so that the section as amended shall 
read as follows : 


*‘Section 388. It shall be the duty of the Fire Marshal 
twice In every year, and as much oftener as he may deem 
proper, to examine the dwelling houses and other buildings 
in the respective districts for the purpose of ascertaining any 
violations of this law; and also to examine the fire places, 
hearths, chimneys, stoves and stove-pipes in the respective 
districts, and upon finding any of them defective or dan- 
gerous, he shall direct the owner or occupants by written no- 
tice, to alter, remove or amend the same ; and in case of neg- 
lect so to do, the party offending on conviction, shall forfeit 
and pay twenty-five dollars for the benefit of the Fire De- 
partment, and for every day of the times allotted for such 
alteration, removal or amendment, the party so offending 
shall forfeit and pay the further sum of ten dollars, and the 
Fire Marshal may make such alteration, removal or amend- 
ment at the expense of said owner or occupant.” 

Szotion 5. That Section 339 of the said Code be and the 
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same is hereby amended, so that the section as amended 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 339. It shall be the duty of the Fire Marshal to 
prosecute all persons guilty ofa violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this law, before the Police Court of Honolulu, and 
he shall pay over all fines collected to the Treasurer of the 
Fire Department, deducting 20 per cent. of such fines for 
his services. ’’ 

Section 6. This Act shall become a law from and after 
the date of its passage, and all laws and parts of laws in con- 
travention herewith are hereby repealed.

Section 2. The Minister of Finance shall credit the appro- 
priations of the last biennial fiscal period all the amounts 
appropriated by the Act approved on the 5th day of August, 
A. D. 1878, and remaining unexpended on the 3lst day of 
March, A. D. 1880, not otherwise re-appropriated, and such 
amounts shall be deemed no longer available for the objegts 
for which they were originally appropriated. 

Section 3. The Minister of Finance shall continue to pay 
the salaries appropriated by this Act, the compensation of 
soldiers and constables, the compensation of school teachers 
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and the current expenses of the Bureau of Education, the 
Board of Health, the expenses of the Fire Department, of the 
Supreme and Circuit Courts, Government Stocks and the in- 
terest accruing thereon, the support of prisoners and the ex- 
penses of the leper settlements, until the 30th day of June, 
A. D. 1882, unless new appropriations are made before that 
date. 

Section 4. The Minister of Finance shall not cause or allow 
to be paid from the Treasury any money for objects not pro- 
vided by this law. 

Sxcrion 5. It shall be lawful for Heads of Departments, in 
cases where special appropriations may fall short, to apply to 
the same the surplus of other special appropriations in the 
same Department not required to be expended, so as to make 
up the deficiency; each Head of Department duly accounting 
to the Legislature for such transfer. 

Section 6. No person holding more than one office for 
which salaries are provided shall be authorized to draw for 
more than the salary of the highest grade of office held by 
him, if the salary of any office held by him shall amount 
to two thousand dollars or more per annum, and he shall 
be entitled to no other or further compensation. 

Section 7. This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its approval.
